The Immediate Cause.— The pestilential gas that 
issues from rotting vegetable substances is called 
miasma, avd that from putrefying animal subsian- 
ces sefiion. These gases never extend above thre: 
miles from the place where extricated, and neve 
earth. A combi 
nation of them may be termed miasmo-septie as 
and is to the human system a desdly poison, ft 
is a well known fact, that these gases, separate or 
combined, have power to produce Yellow Fever. 
The poisonous gas enters the mouth, mixes with 
the saliva, is swallowed, passes through the stom 
ach, and lodges in the duodenum, and if any pre- 
disposing cause fits that bowel for disease, a vio 
Jent action commences and progresses until gan 
greue and death ensue. From the inflammatory ac- 
tion in the duodenum a consecutive inflammation 
extends to the liver and the surrounding parts. 
The liver becomes torpid, its functions are de- 
ranged, bile is thrown into the circulating system, 
and the body is tinged with more or less yellow. 
The inflammation creeps up to the pyloric orifice 
of the stomach, and a pertinacious vomiting ensues. 
By a: hemical combination, the fluids uf the en- 
flamed duodenum are changed to black: by the 
action of mild but eff ctual purgatives, this dark 
Matter passes off though the bowels. The bowels 
become torpid, a retrograde action ensues, and 
that matter is ejected from the stomach called 
“black vomit,” which is generally a fatal] symptom. 

The south-west and west winds of July and 
August, sweeping over extensive swamps, brought 
a pestilential gas from decomposing su dstances; 
on arriving at the point below the old fort, they 
were forced up to the Golgotha, where they were 
charged with the poison issuing from hundreds of 
carceses, received more pvison in the gorge, a re- 
inforcement at the butchery, avd a deadly addi.

the disease in parts slightly affected 1s consecu- 
tive and secondary. ibe duodenuin, being most 
violently afiected, is the place where the unnatural 
matter of black vomit is produced. The lungs, be- 
ing sound, cannot be the medium through which 
the yellow fever gets into the system. ihe cause 
of yellow fever entering ino the system through 
the alimentary canal, would lodge in the part most 
fitted tu receive it, and there the ravages would 
violeni. tn toe filleen cases above men- 
tioned the duodenum is proved to be this part. 

Indications of Cure.— Blood-letting, if the arte- 
rial action be excessive, is necessary. Lmetics are 
of the first importance to reduce the inflammato- 
ry action in the duodenum, remove any poisonous 
matter therein, and rouse the liver from torpidity. 
Purging is ail-important, and should be so used as 
to keep up a Consvant motion in the bowels until 
all offensive matier is evacuaied. As the duode- 
num is iflamed, the purgative medicines should 
be mild, such as castor oil, senna, epsom salt, Ja- 
lap in emili doses, and calomel combined with 
some other active purgative. Injections should be 
frequenily used. Sweating is of more consequence 
than some physicians will allow. ‘Lo produce it, 
the body siiould be frequently sponged with warm 
Pa and warm teas arunk. The diet should be 

‘ely made gruel, panada, thin soups of chickgn 
vi Mutton—the drink, teas, water and milk. What 
is done fur patients must be well done and done 
quickly, Let there be no stimilant drink, no high- 
ly seasoned food, no irritatung anodyne. 

Preveniives.—As sin is the cause of all calam 
ities, dangers, diseases, and deaths, common sense, 
as well as Divine Kevelation, teaches men to re- 
verse their actions. Be cleanly in person, dwell- 
ing, food and drink. Burn or bury all putrelying 
aiiinal other substances Avoid higaly sea- 
soned tood and spirituous jiquors, Be temperate 
uv eatiag, drinking, sleeping and labouring.
